- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability Is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case . It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the Interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner contacts Applicant's representative to propose language 
for a supplemental amendment. Examiner thought that Applicant arguments regarding Applicant's assigned accuracy 
rankings (i.e., score or value) for data items from a first assemblage and a second assemblage based on a field-by- 
field comparison as opposed to character-by-character as taught by Kane are persuasive. As such, Examiner 
suggests that claim 5 be incorporated into all independent claims to further clarify Applicant invention. Further, 
Examiner proposes that Applicant would modify the claim language of limitation (g) of claim 1 to clearly specify the 
resultant of the if condition (i.e., if it is determined that the field of the first particular data item from the first assemblage 
of the predetermined nomenclature is identical to the second field of particular data item of the predetermined 
nomeclature, the system would include at least the selected field from the either the first assemblage or the second 
assemblage in a record (i.e., the final record which contains the uniform data)). Examiner also points out that Applicant 
should amend limitation (d) of claim 1 to overcome the anticedent basis (i.e., a predetermined nomenclature) and 
change the word "recordable" to "recorded" in the preamble of claim 15 in order to overcome the 101 issue. Finally, 
the abstract should be modify to be more descriptive and relect the hightlight of the invention.

The Examiner reviewed Applicant's supplemental amendments and suggests the following changes: 
Limitation (g), change the comma preceeding the wherein clause to simicolon to indicate that the wherein clause 
applies for the entire claim (g). Add the word "accuracy" prior to rankings in claims 1 , 4, and 1 5. Claims 7,11, and 1 8 
add the receiving steps to make all independent claims parallel. 

Consulted with QAS on language to overcome 101 issue. 

All method claims should have "computer-implemented", all system claims must contain hardware components such as 
a memory, or processor, or communications interface connected with hardware. 

On claim 1 5, the preamble should be as follows: 

Software recorded in a computer-readable medium, said software including computer-readable instructions for 
performing a process for building a database, to store records corresponding to a plurality of data items, the process 
comprising:
